ol the subject required. Xot even the earnest 
desire of our citizens and urgent necessity of 
the measure should prevent them, by any im- 
mediate movement, from giving an act that 
might be held up as a model for the rest of the 
world. But the mountain in labor brought 
forth only a mouse. IT we were desirous of 
being taught the art of knowing how " not to 
do it" we would certainly seek instruction from 
the Cramer of the Incorporation Act. Noth- 
ing more clearly proves how indefinite are its 
provisions, how utterly incomplete and unsuit- 
able they are lo fulfil the purposes for which 
they were intended, than the difficulty experi- 
enced by men of common sense ill saying what 
it means. We do not desire to make these re- 
marks in a captious or carping spirit. We 
are disposed to make all due allowance for the 
difficulties attending the i naugurntioo of any 
new measure, and especially one which might 
be thought to affect our free port system ; but 
we certainly think we might have something 
better after the long delay the inhabitants of 
this locality have been subjected to in obtain- 
ing the privilege of being an incorporated 
city. 

The Act is intended to give the .Mayor nnd 
Councillors, us the governing body of the Cor- 
poration, certain powers, and to impose upon 
them certain duties relative to the management 
and regulation of the public affijura of the in- 
habitants of the municipality. These duties 
and these powers ought to be explicitly laid 
down. Nothing should be left to inference or 
intendment. Xo power should be given unless 
it be fully capable of being carried out. The 
principal duties ol a municipal corporation 
are to levy rates for municipal purposes, nnd 
to make bylaws for the good government of 
the town. The mero fact of being constitu- 
ted a corporation does not confer upon the 
civic body the authority to raise money by 
lax on the properly or persons of the indi- 
viduals composing such corporation. This 
right is given hy special enactment. The 
manner of fixing ihc amount and the mode 
of collecting it, and its disposal when collect- 
ed, should also be clearly sol forth. We 
cannot undertake to say that all these re- 
quirements have been met in the Victoria 
Incorporation Act. Wo are at a loss to point 
out where in the whole Act there is a clause

A public meeting win held at tlio town of the 
Forkq of Quesnelle on the. 29th of July, at which 
nil the inhabitants of the town and vicinity wore 
present. Hev. A. Browning was uaniiuously 
elected Chairman, and Samuel GoUHtone, Esq., 
Secretary. The Chairman stated that a dreadful 



borhuod to assist in the search of, and pnrsuit 
after the murderers, it became necessary for every 
inhabitant of the country to empower somebody 
to act in this matter with the least possible delay, 
and he felt no doubt His Excellency the Governor 
would sanction and approve any measures which 
might be deemed necessary in the premiics. 

Mr Griflln moved, and Mr. Harris seconded, 
that tha chairman and secretary of this meeting 
have power to adopt such measures as in thoir 
judgment may appear necessary for the speedy 
apprehension of the murderers, and that the resi- 
dents of the Forks of Qucsnullu and vicinity pledge 
themselves to assist each other in Carrying out any 
measures this meeting may adopt. Carried unani- 
mously. 

Moved by Mr. Mclaughlin, seconded by Mr. 
Grilfin, that the chairman appoint two committees 
of three each to draw ap resolutions. Carried. 

The following committees were accordingly 
appointed: Messrs. McLaughlin, Boas and Kirk- 
wail, and Messrs. Peterson, Griflln and Harris. 
During the absence of these corumittcod several 
parties were examined, with the view of throwing 
some light upon the matter ; but as the evidence 
adduced affords no information of importance 
beyond what has already appeared in those col- 
umns, it is unncccssry to publish it here. The 
committees reported and handed in the following 
resolutions, wiiich were adopted : 

Resolved, That as a dreadful highway robbery 
and murder of three of our valuable citizens have 
been committed in the vicinity uf the town of the 
Forks of Quesnelle, your committee appointed to 
report feel it incumbent upon them to censure, in 
the most emphatic terms, the course that the 
Government of the Colony of British Columbia 
have deemed proper to pursue, in leaving the 
citizens of the town of the Forks of Quesnelle and 
vicinity without a resident magistrate or any legal 
power to arrest or detain criminals, from October, 
1861, up to the present date with the exception of 
Mr. Elwyn having remained here a few days, en 
route to Cariboo, where he still remains. 

Resolved, That we, the citizens of the town of 
the Fork 8 of Quosncllo, have reason to bolicvo 
that the murdei era of Mr. II. Lcwin, Mr. I). Soko- 
losky, and Mr. Rouchier, are making their escape, 
and are on their way out of the country, and in 
the absence of any officer of the law, deem it ad- 
visable to take the responsibility upon ourselves 
to arrest all suspicious persons, and call upon the 
Government to bear us out in our acts and to de- 
fray whatever expenses may be incurred.

Resolved, That we, the citizens of the Forks of 
Quesnelle, in the absence of all officers empow- 
ered with the necessary authority to issue a war- 
rant for the arrest of suspected parties, at the time 
when one of the most atrocious murders has been 
committed upon threo respectable traders and 
packers immediately in the vicinity of this plncc, 
do propose to dispatch four armed men in pursuit 
of the supposed murderers, who, we havo from 
circumstantial evidence every reason to believe, 
have left for the lower country, and with due vigi- 
lance can be taken. And furthermore resolved, 
that a reward of three thousand dollars ($3000) be 
offered for the apprehension of the murderers. 
The above reward, in case of refusal by the Gov- 
ernment, to be paid by the citizens of Cariboo. 

And furthermore resolved, That a sufficient col- 
lection be immediately raised for (he purpose of 
defraying the exponscs of the four men to be dis- 
patched in pursuit.

The following is the finding of the Coroner's 
Jury: 

In the matter of an Inquest held at the Porks of 
Quesnelle, British Columbia, this twenty-ninth 
day of July, A. D. 1SUL», before the Rev. Arthur 
Browning, acting Coroner, and the following 
jury: William II. Grey, Foreman ; Jas. McLaugh- 
lin, Thomas Barry, John Boas, Moses Harris, 
Charles Allwin, William Carlisle, John Peterson, 
Samuel Goldstone, Henry Davidson, William 
Kirkman, John Wolfe. 

Forks of SIuksn'elli:, July 2'jth, 1862. 

Wc, the undersigned, have boon convened by 
special summons from the residents of this town, 
as a coroner's jury to enquire into the causos of 
the death of Charles Itouchier, II. Lewin and 
David Sokolosky, find us follows: That Chariot 
Itouchier received four wounds from pistol shots ; 
that H. Lewin received two pistol shots; and that 
David Sokolosky received three pistol shots. That 
said pistol shots caused their death on the instant, 
or at tha time, namely, on Saturday to 26th day of 
July, 1862, between the hours of 5 and 7, p. m., at 
about 5 miles from this place, on the trail loading 
to the Bridge ; that the said pistol shots were fired 
by the hands of some person or persons unknown. 
We would further add, that the inhabitants of Cari- 
boo and the town of Forks of Quesnelle, as well as 
the jurors in this melancholy case, would mo»t rc- 
Bpoctfully lay before the Government of British 
Columbia the grievances they have been laboring 
under since this district of the Colony has been 
populated, viz : That the district of Alexandria, 
Colony of British Columbia, is the main and only 
producing district of the Colonies of British Co- 
lumbia and Vancouver Island, and that mal-ad- 
ministration has been the only species of govern- 
ment we have experienced since our residence 
here. That we have had no resident officer of the 
law at this place for about ten months, no means 
of redross, either civil or criminal, and no power 
whatever to appeal to, unless by great loss of timo 
and individual expense, which might possibly be 
accomplished by going all the way to Victoria. 

The following is a copy of tho warrant issued in 
pursuance of the foregoing resolutions : 

Whereas, a dreadful crime of robbery and mur- 
der of three of our most esteemed citizens has 
been committed in our midst; and whereas, there 
is no legally oonstiuted authority here to whom we 
might apply for assistance in apprehending the 
murderers of H. Lewin, D. Sokolosky and C. 
Itouchier ; and whereas, the residents of the Forks 
of Quesnelle and vicinity have, at a public meet- 
ing held this day, duly authorized us, Arthur 
Drowning and Samuel Goldstone, to issue this 
warrant and do any other act which a magistrate 
would do, if present. Now, therefore, we the un- 
dersigned hereby appoint anil empower Messrs, E. 
Griffin, Hankin, Fordmau and Charles Francois to 
go in pursuit of, apprehend, arrest and detain the 
supposed murderers, and to arrest and detain all 
suspicious characters, and deliver them up to the 
nearest magistrate. And we do horeby solicit all 
good men to whom these presents may come, 
greeting, to aid and assist tho gentlemen therein 
named, and, if possible, bring the murderers to 
justice. 

Given under our hands and seals, this 29th day 
of July, A. I)., 1862.

Moved by .Mr. Levy, seconded by Mr. Peterson, 
that Messrs. Griflln, Iiatlkin, Fordmnn, and Fran- 
cois, be empowered and appointed by the Chair- 
man to go in pursuit of the murderers, and that 
their expenses be paid out of collections. Carried. 

Moved by Mr. McLmghlin, seconded by Mr. 
Handy, that the Secretary be instructed to deliver 
copies of the proceedings of this meeting to His 
Excellency Governor Douglas, as also to tho 
Colonist and British Columbian newspapers, for 
publication. Carried. 

Moved by Mr. Peterson, seconded by Mr. Mc- 
Laughlin, that the thanks of this meeting bo ten- 
dered to the Chairman and Secretary for their kind 
and efficient aid rendered to the inhabitants of this 
town and vicinity. Carried.

Latter from Williams Creok. 

[I'HOMOUIt UEOULAn CORItESrOXDENT.] 

Williams Ohebi;, July 17, 1802, 
Editor British Colonist: — I suppose my let- 
tors have reached you in due time, but when your 
papers will reach me is a ease of nuica subc. I 
scarcely know how to begin, though 1 have much 
to say ; yet I fear you have so many sources for 
obtaining information from our Opbir that things 
::»'V to me may bo stale news to you. However, 
to being. We want grub | grub ! grub ! Shout it 
to every merchant in Victoria, Let the eelio reach 
Oregon and California, that hc.ro in Cariboo there 



is plenty of money and no provisions. Am you 
really going to starve us out r Must wc continue 
to pay a dollar mid a quarter, ;nud oven a d.dlar 
and a half a pound for flour V Admitting that 
these articles arc high below, should wc, aside 
from starvation prices, be compelled to go without 
tho staples of life ? These are serious questions, 
and the present salvation is only due to the timely 
warning notes officially and otherwise sounded this 
spring. To those miners who came with packs oil 
their backs we are mostly indebted for our preset)! 
immunity from actual starvation. You should liavi 
JOcn — as I have tu-day — three pack animals come 
In. and with what avidity their packs were bought 
up at SI 00 per pound, and in half an hour " no 
Hour " was again the cry — but of all this you will 
have heard. I will, therefore, simply give an in- 
ducement which you can offer to packers and tra- 
ders to make some efforts to rush in a supply be- 
fore the winter sets in; and that it can be done, if 
a reasonable amount of energy is displayed, none 
will doubt, more especially when the prospective 
of handsome profits, coupled with "cash down" is 
considered. 

The new discoveries on tho Upper Williams, of 
which 1 have before written, have given a new im- 
petus to the fortunate claim-owners, as well as 
opened a vast field for that must important class 
of pioneers — the prospectors — men who, laboring 
under the greatest dillicult.es — in scarcity of pro- 
visions and sequent high prices — are opening the 
country and developing its resources, not only for i 
thomselvea, but for the benefit of the thousands who j 
will next year step into and follow their footsteps. 
But aside from the encouragement which these 1 
recent discoveries have given, our mining season 
has been extended thereby over tho entire year 
instead of a quarter. Tho inclement season will 
not materially elfect tunnel diggings, and the 
intricate subterranean passages can as easily be 
lengthened and strengthened with the mercury 
freezing in its thcrmnmrtir bulb, ai during the 
wet and mosquito-;,, i,.., ^ ,i n, Irue no hoi) 
summer days. Now as inese diggings can be j 
worked all winter, it is almost needless to add 
that a Supply of provisions, sufficient for at least! 
six months must be purchased (if it can be had for 
money) and laid by. Aside from which, those | 
who have rich or even paying creek claims wilt ' 
j cithtr remain themselves — provided always as 
above — or leave some person in charge; but the 
principal and most promising inducement which 
I can offer, before closing this earnest appeal lor 
bread, is this : Those miners of the last named or 
other classes, who wish to return uarly in the 
I spring must, if they possibly can, do so regardless 1 
of price, lay in their spring stock of provisions- 
otherwise the Commissioner will again be com- , 
polled to do as he fortunately did this year, lay 
over claims, and thus lay over the country for a 
month, and mayhap two; If, indeed, he is net 
called upon to do that this summer, and at the 
present time such a step seems almost inevitable. I 
It has been suggested that the road-makers bo- I 
low consume much of what otherwise should be 
the supplies for this upper section, and it might 
be advisably considered whether, if it could be ur- 
ranged without serious inconvenience to the con- 
tractors, it would not be better to suspend opera- 
tions thereon for a season and devote every pound 
to Cariboo ; fur surely the benefit will revert to the 
whole country and a temporary inconvenience 
may be endured to save us from a six mouths' in- 
action. The question is ufleu asked, what of Ihc 
Bentinck Arm; and where are the animals that 
were to coaio over that route in so short a space of 
time? The promise to that effect, and seeming 
ability of those interested, deterred many from 
devoting capital to this rente — intimidated by the 
vain and idle boastings of the Bella Coolaites. 
Wake them up, and let them prove the practic- 
ability of their pet project. 

In my previous letter I dwelt long upon the fact 
that the paying diggings upon Williams were eon- \ 
fined to tho space between tho Cunningham and 
Steele claims, but now we hive rich anil exciting 
reports, well authenticated, from the Gallaghan 
Co., Upper Cornish Co., Nigger's Claim, some 
threo or four intervening shafts and tuunils— 
names unknown. Then the Downio. Barker, 
Coonskin, McCarthy, and, indeed, I cannot begin 
to recall the names or locations of these now, 
either in or on the supposed lead. Those on the 
line are all held at prices varying from one to six- 
teen thousand dollars per share. The Callaghan 
Co. hold, I believe, at the latter price ; yet two 
weeks ago, before the discovery, interests could 
havo been readily bought for eight hundred dol- 
lars. Downis's, previous lo striking the supposed 
lead, could have been bought at low rates, though 
I much doubt whether the Major himself would 
have sold, as his faith was almost strong enough 
to move the mountain without tunneling it. Mr. 
N. Moore, whilom of Victoria, is one of the fortu- 
nate owners in flic Downie Claim, and values his 
interest at $12,000, He seems to prefer shoveling 
tailings to measuring tape, and I often meet him 
with his compass taking the bearings of the lead and 
creek — compos mentis: Brnmloy, of Lillooct, whom 
you doubtless remember is one of the fortunate 
owners in tho Steele Co. J. C. Bocdy, one of our j 
most enterprising packers and merchants, and, as 
the boys say, no sardine of a miner, occasionally 
pa) s us a visit, and promises to hurry up the 
trains — the vanguard of which is already at 
Antler. Indeed, 1 believe they havo returned for 
the second load. 

In tho legal profesion we have a trio, composed 
of Messrs. Bagley, Hazelline, and Brcunan, and I 
beliovo Wight, of Victoria, has also pleaded for his 
client before our commissioner. The M. D. pro- 
fession seems also to be well represented by the 
respective shingles, as Doctors Dunlovy, Brown, 
Dixon, Easton, and perhaps others, whilst a 
deseipie of St. Crispin informs us that "boots ar 
reparied hear." 

In this connection, whilst on the signs of the j 
town, I must make an amendment to a former 
description, and say ill simple justice to the arli- j 
zans and enterprising inhabitants, that the fronts 
and interior arrangements of the houses have 
been made much more cheerful and symmetrical 
in appearance, whilst the pane-less window sash I 
show where it is intended that light — when lights j 
come — is to be admitted. At present they serve as 
rather cooling ventilators. 1 suppose you are 
flooded with the prices of food in this locality, so 
I shall omit them. 

In tho list of casualities, wo have had finite a 
number of accidents. Dan Potts had his arm frac- 
tured whilst sky-larking— the doctors say com- 
pound fracture. H« is doing well. Chas. ll igar- 
man split his foot open with an axo, whilst getting 
out some shaft timber ; doing well. Two men 
wore slightly hurt, but narrowly escaped with their 
lives, bv the caving in of a bank of dirt in the 
Steele claim. Hueston was Blabbed on Lightning 
Creek, but not seriously. A man reported killed 
(not authentic) between here and Antler sums the 
list of locals. 

Our town is quiet and law-abiding, an occasional 
drunk and disorderly receives a fatherly admoni- 
tion from Judge Elwyn, whilst Her Majesty re- 
ceives five pounds from the offender, and the law 
is requited. Our embryo city is to have its Court 
House built next week. It is customary to de- 
scribe the architectural beauty of the plan of new 
buildings. Ours, therefore, is to be of the Caro- 
biau style, with logs split on the outside — two 
doors of the cabin style, and a place for a window 
sash — the glass for which (8x10) is now on the 
way. The whole to be covered with a shake roof 
and no embolishmonts nor mortgages — thejeost not 
to exceed $1500. The simplicity of the structure 
must commend itself. 

Judge or Commissioner Elwyn holds daily 
courts, and so far as I have heard, his decisions 
give universal satisfaction. Some of the cases be- 
fore him have involved claims of great value, and 
Iho settlement of intricate lines, no light work, j 
I had intended to furnish you a list of some of the 
most important cases which havo been so satisfac- 
torily adjusted, but my paper gives out, and doubt- 1 
less your patience as well— so I shall (dose with j 
tho short but pithy sentence which the author of 
Forrest's "Jack Cade" puts into his hero's mouth , 
and makes him say "I would have bread!" 

July 22 J, 

I open this to say that the express has just ar- 
rivod, and no papers from Victoria. It's too bad! 
What are you doing down there ? Wc have had 
no fiour for three days, and I tell you I would liko 
a piece of bread. Can't you send me a half of 
your morning roll } never mind the butter. Good 
heavens ! how some people are suffering here — it's 
awful. I am all right for a few days, and can get 
along with beans, beef and bacon ; but what many 
others will do 1 du not dare to think. 



Letter from Antler Creek. 

[FllOM OUU Sl'IiUIAL CORRESPONDENT.] 

Antlku, July 23, 18li2. 
Editor Bums)! Colonist:— I wrote you from 
Lillooct somo six weeks since, stating progress to 
that point; sinco then numerous difficulties had 
to be oncounlered in reaching this town, such as 
Itmddy mountain trails, fearful deep and dark 
swamps, various thangos of climate, with tho 
harrassing mosquito eternally tormenting the trav- 
eler day and night. I came the Brigade Trail to 
Williams Lake, and from thence by tho Forks of 
tho Quesnelle to this town. Wc met from live to 
six hundred returning) some much fatigued and 
disheartened, others penniless, and a number hun- 
gry, although possessing the means of purchasing 
provisions, but none were to be had. The gross 
and cruel representations made to adventurers 

espeoling hotel Accommodation* on the different 



routes caused much suffering and actual starva- 
tion for d:,ya between the Puvilllon and Williams 
Lake. 

Antler town contains ubout sixty shanties, 
mostly nf logs, of a most cheerless and filthy 
isprct, hath externally and internally, save one or 
two hotels and bar-rooms. The crowd that ani- 
mated everything about a month or two since has 
departed for a happier and moro tangible land, 
where labor is requited with a just reward, and 
able to pursue its avocations unmolested by de- 
vastating storms and almost eternal winter. Tho 
number of miners and others of the town and 
creek is from 000 to 700 as far as 1 can learn. The 
creek is narrowly confined between the sloping 
spurs of the Rocky Mountains, or as they term 
them here, tho Cariboo Mountains, whose bed 
rocks diverge on both sides towards tho centre ; 
its length is some 20 miles, comprising somo rich 
bench and hill claims, which are worked profitably 
at present. 

Among the few claims in working condition, the 
most profitable arc the French claim, who arc sup- 
posed to have taken out from $10,000 to $12,000; 
next McCormaek, who washes from 100 ounces 
down to -■) per day; then the Montgomery claim, 
esteemed richer still, The above are bench claims. 
Hundreds uf other claims, both llumcd and bunk, 
are within a week or ten days of being completed, 
which when in operation will employ nil the spare 
hands left from tho former throng. Money is 
very scarce in every place, from the fact that it 
takes eveiy dollar of the holders of claims to com- 
plete flumes, and pay the enormous prices for pro- 
visions. It is my opinion that a few weeks will 
produce a large gold product, and render things 
rather more comfortable. Cunningham and Steel's 
claims, Williams Creek, pour out with an unspar- 
ing hand, from thirty to forty pounds at every 
washing, and wash daily. Other rich discoveries 
have been found in the above creek, within a few 
days. The market is bare of staple provisions, 
such us flour, bacon, sugar, brans, coffee, leu, 
,S:e. When a small lot of six or seven thousand 
dollars woith comes iu, it goes for dust in a day 
or t wo.

The Last Trouble at PortTowxsend — 
Secession on the Tapis. — The cause of Hie 
attempted utrest of Lieut. Wilson and Col- 
lector Smith, at Port Townsend, on Tuesday, 
is stutod lo be a -warrant issued by the II. 
S. Commissioner, on complaint of six promi- 
nent citizens of tho town, charging them 
with assault with intent to kill, in loading 
the guna of tho Shubrick, clearing tho decks 
for action and threatening to bombard the 
town, on the day that Lieut. Merryinan re- 
fused to "jive up tho custom-house books to 
Smith. The IT. S. Marshal (who is in town) 
ciiims lo have placed his hand on Lieut. 
Wilson's shoulder anil made tho arrest; but 
tho only notice that the Lieutenant seems to 
have vouchsafed the officer was to order 
him ashore, walk below, and start tho cutter. 
As to the crowd on the wharf, we are assured 
that it was composed of iho " best men in 
tho place," and that no violence would have 
resulted to Smith at their hands had ho 
come ashore ; hut tho cutter folk think differ- 
ently. The i\ r orllurcnt, in its Inst issue, 
openly threatens the secession of tho Tern- 
ary from iho United States if the demanj 
of the citizens of Port Townsend with regard 
lo the Custom House and tho Collector is 1 
not acquiesced in by tho Home (iuvern- 
ment. The editor professes to be an un- 
qualified Union man. A porfeel " leinpest in 
a teapot" is going on across the Sound, but 
its effects do nut appear to have extended 
beyond Port Townsend ; in fact, the people 
in other portions of the Territoiy don't seem 
to cave which side wins, and aro content (as 
the Port Townsendites should be) lo leave 
the matter entirely with iho Washington 
Government for adjustment. 

Tut: Lecture. — The theatre was com- 
fortably filled last evening to hear Rev. T. 
Starr King's lecture on "Substance rind 
Show." If the audience judged of a mart's 
intellectual attainments by his appearance, 
certainly they must have been completely 
and agieeably surprised to find in the lec- 
turer the talented, deep, impassioned, elo- 
quent orator Ilia', ho proved himself. His 
style of delivery is easy, graceful and natu- 
ral; his language, distinctly enunciated, 
and so comprehensive that the most feeble 
mind can grasp and retain its meaning 
with scarce an effort. There was an origin- 
ality of thought, expression, and similie per- 
vading the entire discourse truly refreshing 
and perfectly irresistible. To say that ins 
hearers were pleased, would not convey an ade- 
quate idea of their (pclings — they were charmed 
and delighted, carried away — and the bursts 
of applause were as merited as they were fre- 
quent anil hearty. We regret that the crowded 
space of our columns will not permit a lengthy 
report. The lecturer was introduced by lion. 
A. Francis. U. S. Consul. Mr. King and lady 
will leave on tho mail steamer for San Fran- 
cisco, where the reverned gentleman is pastor 
of one of the largest congregations ( Unitarian) 
in that city.

Provisions at Cauiiioo aro becoming 
mro plenty. A gentleman from the Forks 
of Quesnelle says that flour is down to 50 
cenls and other articles in proportion. lie 
met eighteen trains loaded with provisions, 
between Williams Lake and the Forks, on 
the 3rd inst., and thinks there must be a 
good supply now. 

Lkmitni.vg Cheek. — The Whitehall Claim 
in which Messrs. Haggin, Broderick and 
Zelner are interested, is paying 100 ounces 
(or Slo'00) per day to one string of sluices. 
The diggings will last many years ; and 
312,000 have been offered and refused for an 
interest. 



Dischauoed from Their Liabiutir*.— John 
Thomas Little and George Klines Xias were 
discharged from their liabilities yesterday in 
bankruptcy, 

The Indian Murder.— The prisoners charged 
with tho murder of a Cowichau Indian were 
yesterday, after a short examination, again 
remanded for one day. 

Goose Creek.— Intelligence from this 
creak says that rich diggings havo been struck 
at last, and a prospect of SI 50 obtained to a 
pan of dirt. $3000 were refused for a claim 
on the 28th ult. 

Will Resign Tu-Dav. — Thou. Harris, 
Esq., will resign his seat as M. P. P. for 
Esquimalt District, at noon tu-day. His 
constituents aro called together for the pur- 
pose of listening to his parting words at lhat 
hour. 

Tun Eliza Anderson again Takes the 
Mails. — The popular steamboat the Eliza 
Anderson will again carry the Puget Sound 
mails until the contract is let, Collector Smith 
having yesterday turned the temporary service 
over to that boat. The Shubrick has there- 
fore been withdrawn from the mail route. 

Cowicha.v Settlers. — The Cowichau 
settlers, to the number of about 100, will 
leave on Monday morning next, on the 
Hecate, for the Diaricts in which they hare 
elected lo take up land. His Excellency 
the Governor will accompany ihe expedition 
and placj tho settlers on the land. 

Copter. — An assay of copper oro taken 
from a vain near the head of Barclay Sound 
by Capt. Stamp was made yesterday for 
that gentleman, and yielded 42 per cent, 
pure copper. It is of a much better quality 
than oro worked by the Barclay Sound 
Company in the vein which they havo recent- 
ly abandoned ns a failure. Capt. Stamp 
assures us thai Iho vein from which he ob- 
tained the assayed oro is a highly promising 
one, much moro so than any yet discovered 
in that vicinity. 

The Late Murders. 



Editor British Colonist : — The cold-blood- 
ed murders committed on tho 2U th of July, 
between the Forks of Quesnelle River, should 
call forth the exertions of all residents of the 
Colony, magistrates and others, to bring the 
perpetrators of such foul deeds to justice. 
Should they escape, this will perhaps bo made 
a precedent for other desperadoes, and encour- 
age them to the commission of similar or worse 
crimes and outrages. The peaceful, law-abid- 
ing character of the Colony will stiller, and no 
mini hereafter feel secure in person or property 
who is obliged to travel the lonely highways to 
and from the Cariboo mines. No exertions 
practicable should be spared to arrest these 
Bcndisb murderers. An examination of the 
map of British Columbia would lead any one 
to believe that they would take the swiftest 
conveyance to A r ictoria in preference to going 
up country again, or attempting to penetrate 
the almost impassable country from the Forks 
to the eastward. It is net improbable that 
these very murderers are in Victoria, awaiting 
an exit by the next steamer. Should not every 
man with a pile be made, under such circum- 
stances, to give an account of himself, and sat- 
isfy the public that he is not one of these man- 
killers? Vigilant precaution, as far as prac- 
ticable, on t lie overland tiails at Thompson 
River and Similkameon, might block the game 
of successful highway robbery and murder in 
future, if it did not prevent it altogether. 
To this end I think Government should have 
a mounted police force between Lytton ar.d 
Quesnelle River.
